Illinois Central System Tells About 


Shortage of Transportation 


t 


We are now in one of those periods when the business of the country, including 


agriculture, suffers severe losses by reason of the shortage of railway transportation 
—the inability of the railroads to move pro mptly all of the traffic awaiting shipment. 


The Illinois Central System is leaving nothing undone in its efforts to meet the 


situation. In our October statement we showed that we have this year addefl to our 
rolling equipment new car's and locomotives costing n total of more than $14,000,000. 
These purchases included sixty-five locomotives. Since that statement _was published 
we have purchased; in addition, seventy-five freight locomotives, making a total of 
140 locomotives purchased this year. However; we are handling the largest traffic 
in the history of this system, and our patrons doubtless will continue to be inconveni- 
enced by the general shortage of 'transportation facilities. . 


The miners' strike, which continued for nearly five months, and the railway shop- 


men's strike have naturally had an effect upon the present shortage of transportation, 
but the main cause goes far deeper than those strikes. 


What is commonly called the "car sho.rtage" IB in reality a shortage of all kinds 


of railway facilities, including locomotives, freight cars, passing tracks, terminal facil- 


' 'ities, etc. For a number of years the rate at which the railroad have been able to 


increase their facilities has gradually fallen off, while the ton mileage hauled, which rep- 
resents the public demand for transportation, has been gaining steadily. 


In the seven years ended with 1907 tb. e number of locomotives increased ,2,500. a. 


year, and the number of freight cars 90,000 a year. In the next seven years tne num- 
ber of locomotives increased only 1,500, a year, and the number of freight cars only 
50,000 a year. In the seven years ended with 1921 the number of locomotives in- 
creased only 275 a year, and.the number of freight cars only 6,000 a year. The in- 
crease in the number of locomotives in thtf seven years ended with 1921 was. only 
one-ninth as great as iff the seven years ended with 1907,' while the increase in the 
number- of freighters was only one-fifteenth as great. The decline in the amount 
and capacity of the equipment provided has been accompanied by a corresponding de- 
cline in other facilities. This-condition cannot continue without causing frequently 
recurring losses of a serious nature to the country. 


During periods of business depression, when there is a surplus of transportation, 


the railroads should be most active in enlarging and extending their facilities^ for 
future needs, but that has not been possible in the past because business depressions 
have been accompanied by widespread demands for reduced rates. Such agitations 
discourage, railway management when questions of recommending extensive and costly 
improvements are being considered and drive investors away from railway securities. 
When the confidence of investors in railway pecurities is fully restored, large ex- 
penditures'for additions-.and betterments can be made, and the railroads will then be 
able to supply all necessary transportation. This is the "railway question" in a nutshell. 


What the country needs ibadly are. many leaders' among business men, farmers and 


workers with vision to see that -business, including agriculture, must have ample rail- 
way service, and with courage to tell the truth about the transportation situation. Up- 
on the attitude of the public .toward the railroads will depend whether such crises as- 
the present, one are to be avoided in the f u ture.

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The American Home And 


Religion 


T 


HAT the root of the 
American 


family problem was touched upon 


the lack of religion in homes was pointed 
out, has been voiced by the joint com- 
mission on Home and Family Life in its 
Relation to Religion and Morals made 
public by the Living Church, an official 
publication of the Episcopal church. 


The committee stated in their report 


that it was paralizing "to think of the 
average American family going on from 
the rising to the retiring hour as if no 
religion existed." If American children 
are not taught religion in the schools, 
and it is unnamed in the home, what can 
we expect but that the United States is 
developing into-a non-Christian nation? 
it was stated. The report read in part 
as follows: 


"More time must be given at home to 


teaching Christian faith. Parent's must 
begin in this teaching at home. 
The 


Bible must be loved, and must become 
the most familiar of books. Fathers and 
mothers are abdicating their highest 
privilege when they leave to others the 
teaching of morals and religion. It is 
certain the child when grown up will 
have a religion. It will be true or false 
according"to the diligence of his parents, 
or the betrayal of their trust. You, who 
are responsible for the beginning of the 
child's life, are responsible for the fu- 
ture. Have fixed times for sacred study, 
Bible reading, singing of hymns, heart 
confidences with your children, especial- 
ly on Sundays. 


"Recreation is a problem which must 


have consideration in any study of the 
home and family. In a time when temp- 
tations are increasing every day, the 
church must speak her saving word. A 
program of recreation which shall be 
both safe and sane, and which the church 
in many localities has already under- 
taken, is essential. 
Supervised recrea- 


tion, teaching the children how. to play, 
how to use their hands as well as their 
heads, is a great aid toward shaping the 
later outlook on life, giving a well bal- 
anced attitude toward college work and 
activities, especially in the use rather 
than misuse of fraternities. The church 
must voice her warning to the proprie- 
tors of dance halls, illicit resorts, inde- 
cent drams, and the like, which menace 
our well being. 


"The boy is no longer like clay in tho 


hands of a mother's love and experience, 
but a being of new, mysterious passions, 
looking eagerly for his own place in life. 
He needs then the strong hand of the 
parent who believes that forming his 
boy's character is a man's jo'b."

Russia Coming Back 


So Says Agricultural Editor Who Has 


Just Returned From Europe; Part 
Of Farmer. 


_._ • ITHIN two more years 
farmers in

America will have Russia back in tho

world's grain pits to compete with in 


the selling of their grain, is the prediction of 
Samue 1 Adams, president of the .American 
Agricultural Editors association, who has just 
roturned from a trip through ' 
ten European countries. 


Adams 
made a closeup 


study of economic, political, 
and organization 
problems 


of the European farmers in 
his four months' trip. 


"I know that many au- 


thorities say chat it will take 
from seven to ten years for 
Russia to 
have an export 


'supply of grain. 
In my op- 


inion, the world does not ap- 
preciate the rapid recovery 
this country is making," says 
Adams. "When I got to the gates of Russia 
and met Americans and others that are making 
business trips into the interior, I found that 
half has not been told of Russia's recovery. 
Russia is coming back and will be a factor in 
agricultural production long before . many be- 
lieve it possible. Then to what depth will our 
grain prices fall? 
Who knows? 


In talking with government officials, agri- 


cultural leaders, and farmers as he crossed Bel- 
gium, France, Germany, Holland, Norway, Swe- 
den, Denmark, Switzerland, England and Fin- 
land, Adams says he was impressed with the 
important part that farmers play in political 
affairs of practically all of these countries. 
•"The most dominant thought that comes to 
my mind as I think over what 1 saw and heard 
in these ten European countries is the very 
prominent -part that the farmer is playing in 
shaping legislative matters over there," he.said. 
•'In many of these countries the conservative 
forces of the farmers stand today between the 
radicalism of many industrial workers and the 
reaetionarism of capitalists." 


When Adorns asked agricultural leaders in 


Norway what they were doing to satisfy the 
"land hunger cry" that has been sweeping over 
Europe during the last few years, the answer 
was, "Less than C per tent of our farmers are 
tenants." 


"This is a startling fact when we compare 


it with the last census figures of the United 
States, which show that about 40 per cent of 
all the farms in this country are in the hands 
of absentee owners," Adams' added. "There 
are sonie good lessons for us to learn from the 
European farmer, I think. 


"I believe that in time there will be a strong 


agitation in this country for a land law some- 
what on the line of the one that is now in force 
in Norway, which tends to put the land into 
thu hands of the farmers who cultivate it."

TAKING IT OUT OF WAGES

HE rights and wrongs of the railroad sit- 


uation, whatever they may he, will be 
tested sooner or later by this truth:''Com- 


petent management never draws its operating 
capital out of the pay-envelopes of its em- 
ployes. The very cheapest way and the most 
stupid way to make both ends meet is to cut 
wages. 
There is something so supremely futile 


about it that it is no wonder the railroad man- 
agers got the government to make it appear 
official by having a government department 
approve the rut. it was as unjust to the gov- 
ernment as it was to the men and to railroading 
as a, service. 
Railroading as a service would 


hav« been abie U raise wages and reduce 
freight rates. It is not railroading that is re- 
sponsible for what has been done;" banker- 
management and stock-jobbing and wholesale 
dividend-driving are responsible. The strike 
that should have occurred long ago was the 
strike of real railroad managers against using 
railroad properties as the roulette wheels of 
the stock market. Such a strike would have 
prevented what has occurred the last 10 years, 
and .would have saved our railroads. As it is 
now, they hove lost their chance. Railroads 
now arc not good enough for Waii Street to 
take a chance on. 
Wall Street values the 


"movies" at a higher rate. 


For the sake of the day's business, the strike 


ought, to be settled now. For the sake of next 
winter's coal for the people, the strike ought 
to bt> settled now. But in the wider problem 
involved the strike means nothing and will set- 
tle nothing. Stronger forces than a strike are 
at work to abolish the basic irritant of the 
entire situation.—Dearborn Independent.

Yet many American cities do the s ame sort of thing when they allow stores 


to crowd at random among private dwellings, and factories and public garages 
to come elbowing in among neat retail stores or well-kept apartment houses. 
Cities'do no better when they allow, office buildings so tall and bulky and so 
closely crowded that the lower floors not only become too dark and unsatis- 
factory for human use but for that very reason fail to "earn a fair cash' return 
to the individual investors.
